THE 
LAKE WILL BE PERMANENT. 


Fffects of the Overflow Will Be Both 


Detriment*! and Beneflctal—An Im- 
menie Amount of Territory Hitherto 
Sterile Can Now Be Brought into Culti- 
vation—I>iscovcry of an Ancient *rri- 
gutlnff Ditoh. 
SAN DIEGO, Cal., Aug. 18.-H. W. Pat- 


ton has just returned from an exploration 
of the source of Salton lake, in the Colo- 
rado desert. He started from Yuma and 
vent to the break in the Colorado, and 
then followed the stream across the desert, 
le is positive that the lake will be per- 
manent. At present it is falling, but 
each slight rise In the river adds to the 
volume of water in the lake, and now that 
a well defined channel has been washed 
out the water from the river would flow 
directly into the lake, instead of spread- 
ing all over the country before finding its 
way to the basin. The break in the river 
bank is an old lagoon. From there to the 
lake the channel is from 100 feet to half a 
mile wide and of sufficient depth to carry 
an immense body of water. 
The soil 


through which the channel has cutitswuy 
Is a very rich sandy loam, and for miles 
Bud miles the sand of the desert has been 
washed into the channel, leaving the soil 
exposed. 


Ancient Irrigating Ditch. 


The water had deposited vast quantities 


ofcjuelite seed and thousands of acres 
make a waving sea of green pasturage. At 
one place the channel was found to pass 
between two rows of huge mesquite trees 
in a straight line for twenty miles. Be- 
tween the rows the water was nearly 
twenty feet in depth, while on either side 
it had an average of five feet. I'atton as- 
serts that the trees and channel mark the 
lines of an ancient irrigating ditch. In 
speaking of the general effects of the over- 
flow, Mr. Patton said that it would 
both detrimental and beneficial. He said: 
"At Banning we have had m a compara- 
tively short time four rains, then there 
were terrible rains in the mountains above 
RedUnds and a heavy fall at Campo—all 
unprecedented at this time of year. I am 
satisfied they arc the direst result of Sal 
ton lake. These rains come at a time 
when they are not needed, at harvest 
time, and when the raisin crop is matur- 
iug.

sterile. From tho break in the river to 
Salton lake it is 300 miles, and the bank 
consists of the finest soil imaginable, a 
rich, sandy loam. The channel worn by 
the water i<i sufficient to furnish water 
for the Irrigation of hundreds of thou 
sands of acres. At present about one 
flf th of the water in the Colorado river 
is flowing through the channel into the 
lake at Salton, but with the next heavy 
rise I would not be surprised to see al- 
most the entire volume of water in the 
river turned into this channel. At Yuma, 
when we left, the thermometer in the 
boat registeied 113 degrees in the shade 
but at no time during five days we were 
a liling across country did it rise above 82 
degrees."
